Proof of Further Murders Is 
Unearthed Near Scene of 
Recent Fire. 








REFUSES TO CONFESS 





Ray Lamphere, Found Hiding 
and Arrested, Expected to 
Tell All Soon. 





LAPORTE, Ind. May 5.—Evidence of 
a more ghastly crime than.was com- 
mitted at. the home of Mrs. Belle Gun- | 
ness, a week ago, was unearthed today, 
when the dismembered body of a man 
the skeleton of a young woman 
were found buried alongside a fence 
near the Gunness home. It was only @ 
week ago that the hame was destroyed 
by fire and the bodies of Mrs. Gunness 
and her three children found in the 
ruins. The body of the woman had been 
decapitated and those of the three chil- 
dren lay across that of their mother. 

Soon after the fire it was suspected 
that Ray Lbamphere knew something of 
it and a search was made for him, re- 
sulting in his arrest the same evening, 
his capture being effected in a small 
woods near here, where he had concealed 
himself in the trunk of a hollow tree. 

Lamphere acknowledged he knew 
of the fire, but said he only had seen 
it as he passed the house at 3 o’clock 
in the morning on his way to work. 

Confession Is Expected Soon, 

Efforts so far have failed to get him 
to confess and he has adhered faith- 
fully to his original story, but it is 
believed he will confess his part in 
the now apparent series of crimes 
when he jis confronted with additional 
-facts of the case this afternoon. 

The dismembered body was identi- 
fied by Joht® Heldérgreen, a well- 
known resident Aberdeen, 8S. D.., 
who came here after™the fire in,an 
effort ‘to find, if possible, some «lew 
to the disappearance of his brother, 
Andrew, who last was seen at Laporte 
about Feb. 2, when it was reported by 
Lamphere that he had gone to Swed- 
en, < 

Albert Heldergreen had come to La- 
porte in January from his home at 
Aberdeen, his mission being matrimony, 
he having formed the acquaintance of 
Mrs. Gunness through a matrimonial 
agency. He remained at the Gunness 
héme for several weeks, when he sud- 
denly disappeared. 

Digging Reveals Crime. 

In searching the Gunness premises to- 
day, in thé hope of finding the missing 
headi of the dead woman, or some trace 
of his missing brother, Heldergreen 
came to a spot that had the appearance 
of having been dug up recently. Helder- 
green began an investigation and in .a 
short time unearthed a  gunnysack. 
When the sack was opened Heldergreen 
was confronted by the horrible sight of 
the head of his missing brother, which 
rolied from the sack. Next the arms and 
legs were removed and lastly’ the 
trunk. 

-Evidently an ordinary saw was used 
in severing the members. The body still 
was i fairly well preserved and was 
identified readily. 

A systematic search of the ground in 
the vicinity was begun and resulted in 
the discovery of a skeleton of a wom- 
an, thirty-three feet from the buried 
sack, which apparently had been in 
the ground about two years.

The Frisco Railroad laid off 2000 work- 
men in its shops at Springfield, Mo.,

impossible to provide employment for 
all its men. 

“For three weeks the shops at Spring- 
fleld have been running only part of the 
time,’’ said an official fh the president's 
office. 


“We are endeavoring to keep all -of 
the men on our payroll, but we cannot 
work them every day. 

“The purpose in closing the shops to- 
day is to give the superintendent and 
the foreman an opportunity to make up 
a schedule of working days for May. 
If the business justifies it we will em- 
ploy all of the shopmen and give them 
employment two or three days a week. 


Other Roads Retrenching. 


Other railroads centering in St. Louis 
are continuing their policy of retrench- 
ment. 

“April dffn’t shown any signs of re- 
turhing prosperity,” said Mitchell — C. 
Markham, assistant vice-president of 
the Missouri Pacific. ‘‘We are still find- 
ing it necessary to retrench al] along 
the Hine. The return of prosperity must 
be based on confidence. 


“Local business {s fairly good,” said 
a Burlington official. “It was at a 
low ebb at the time of the coal strike 
early in April, but there has been a 
Yrally since then and business now 
compares favorably with the same pe- 
riod in 1906, though it is still far 
from being as good as in the record 
breaking year of 1907.

“We have found retrenchment abso- 
lutely necessary.

Zhe bodies of the engineer 
and fireman were recovered and taken 
to Belleville. 

The first car of the train had con- 
tained 21 m@les.

The other cars contained merchan- 
dise, and most of it was undamaged.

CREEK FLOWS INTO MINE 
AND CAUSES HEAVY LOSS 


By the flooding of Mine No. 1 of the 
Hippard Coal Co., on the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, a short distance beyond 
Belleville, the mine and everything that 
it contained is a loss.

Lighted 
candles arched above the altar and the 
strains of music attendéng the service in 
Catholic churches was played softly 


upon the theater pipe organ. 
Agathe curtain arose upon the novel 
scene a burst of applause came from 
the audience, but none came from a 
dozen Catholic priests and scores of 
church members scattered through the 
house. The intermission between the 
second and third acts was taken up by 
excited discussion of the scene. 
The play is melodramatic though re- 
lete with clever comedy touches.

It is simply a picture,’ he sald, ‘‘a 
living painting and should offend no one 
any more than a representation of the 
same thing in water colors or oils. The 
subject is handled reverently both by 
the matter of the play and in the acting. 
I hope it will lead people to think rath- 
er than to criticise.”’ 

The character of the priest in the 
drama was played by True, a 
nephew of Father Vaughan, under the 
stage name of George Roberts.

MUSKEGON, Mich., May 5.—That 
‘Herman De Kruyter, whose body was 
found under a sidewalk, was a mem- 
ber of the Black Veil Suicide Society, 
was today established beyond reason- 
able doubt. When the body was found, 
after five weeks’ search, a black silk 
veil, gloves.and stockings of the same 
hue and material, were found on We 
Kruyter. 

On three previous occasions De Kruy- 
ter tried self-destruction, all since he 
worked in’ Chicago two years ago. Each 
time the stockings, gloves and veil were 
part of his wardrobe. 

His parents accused him of being a 
member of the society, which originated 
in New York and branched out. to Chi- 
cago two years ago. He kept _abso- 
lute silence. 

Package, Then Attempt. 

Mle received a small package a few 
days before each attempt, and three 
Gays before he disappeared to hang 
himself, the fatal package came. : 

On one occasion the package was 
traced by his family, and proved to 
have been sent from a large wholesale 
house in Chicago. Only after threats 
did the firm reveal the fact that they 
_ pent the articles. 

De Kruyter never talked of the so- 
ciety, but* his family say they have 
found out after continued searching 
that five girls committed suicide in 
Chicago within a week not long ago. 
They say the members were banded 
together in a death agreement never to 
reveal the secret, and*to die when their 
number came by mail. De Kruyter 
would watch every mail that came to 
his home. 

Welcomed Death. 

Members of the society believed death 
was the transition of the body to a 
state of perpetual happiness, and that 
all the members, when they fulfilled 
the death pact, went to a happy home, 
something after the order of the In- 
dians’ happy hunting grounds. The 
members did not fear death in its most 
hideous forms, but rather invited it 
and looked upon it as earth’s greatest 
pleasure. 

Mr. and Mrs. De Kruyter, parents of 
the suicide, will make a determined ef- 
fort to find the soclety’s headquarters.

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RAILWAYS LEARNING THEIR LESSON. 

Railway corporations in various places have 
advanced or proposed an advance in freight 
rates and have been susprised to find little pub- 
lic opposition to the policy. 

Men engaged in transportation will discover 
one of these days that except in the matter of 
exprbitant rates, which never have been general, 
the popular demand has not been so much for 
lower rates as for less discriminating rates. It 
Ys the rebate to the favored shipper which has 
brought down upor the railways the evils of 
which they now complain. 

If the pass privilege had not been so outrage- 
ously abused the probability is that legislation 
establishing the 2-cent-per-mile rate would not 
have been thought of in many states. When the 

te was cut the privilege was abolished. Reve- 
nues have not been seriously affected and a grow- 
ing injustice has been wiped out. 

The great lesson which the railways should 
have learned and which they must learn, is that 
inequality in rates is more offensive +o the people 
than high rates impartially maintained and that 
the one sure way to avoid hostile legislation is 
to make all rates reasonable and uniform. 

If they are capable of profiting by the misfor- 
tunes of others, the managers of certain public 
service corporations in this town will begin to 
put their houses in order also. 
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ONE TRUST TO MEET A JUDGE. 

Judge Taylor will hear what the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. has to say for itself 
on Friday nexte There will be no further delays 
in this court so far as the ouster proceedings are 
concerned. 

The order of Judge Taylor was peremptory, 
but it was justifiable. With more lawyers at 
their disposal. than can get into court comfort- 
ably the, trusts are never ready for a hearing 
until they encounter ‘a ‘magistrate who forces 
them to be ready. In this way it often happens 
that legal proceedings instituted in the interest 
of the people drag interminably. 

If any judicial favors are to be extended in 
these actions against monopolics the complaining 
public should have the benefit of them.

The speeches which Gov. Johnson of Minne- 
sota is now making in various states should com- 
mend themselves to Democrats for twd. reasons.

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FREIGHT RATES TO THE SOUTHEAST. 

One of the wisest movements relating to rail- 
way rates undertaken as yet is that inarg rated 
by the commercial and manufacturing interests 
of Chicago, St. Louls and Cincinnati for the re- 
adjustment of freight charges between the Middle 
West and the South Atlantic States. 

To most points in this territory the distances 
from the cities named are no greater than they 
are from New York, and yet rates are from 10 to 
20 per cent higher from the West than they are 
from the East. Complaint might be made at 
j+the same time as to the mail service, which is 
a, great deal more efficient from the East than 
it is from the West. 

These are old grievances and many attempts 
have been made in the past to secure their cor- 
rection. In this instance facts and figures are 
t»> be laid before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in the expectation that substantial relief 
may be had in that quarter. 

While the three great inland cities are pursuing 
the subject their commercial leaders should not 
lose sight of the fact that seaboard rates from 
New York are governed to some extent by water 
competition. 

It is well to exhaust the possibilities of the in- 
terstate commerce law, but the one sure cure for 
the conditions complained of is to be found in 
deep waterways through all of our great val- 
leys.

epicure would preserve the basic and essential 
Values. The true epicure discriminates, and the 
oyster is no pudding to be made by the sauce. 
Let us have one more wholesome return to first 
principles, to simplicity, to nature itself. Let 
us rescue the succulent bivalve sunk in tomato 
sauce and bitterness and sin, and restore him 
to his natural setting on the half shell.

FAT WOMAN HAS LOST 7 POUNDS. 
Expert an Health and Beauty Causes a 


O. a Reduction of Mrs. Martin's Weight. 


BY MARGARET HUBBARD AYER. 
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RS. MARTIN, the Post-Dispatch’s obesity patient, has lost seven pounds 
since the beginning of the treatment. 
She has had no further attack of indigestion, and for the first time 


in many years she has not suffered from insomnia three nights in succession, 


but has been able to enjoy a real night’s rest. 

Mrs. Martin is beginning to believe that she will really lose some of the 
great quantity of fat which has been such a tremendous burden to her for the 
fifty-odd years of her life. 

Her day is passed in the following way: 

She gets up at 6:45, drinks a glass of cold water and then takes a quick, 
cold sponge, followed by a vigorous rubbing. She then goes through the follow- 
ing exercises while seated in a chair clad in a loose wrapper: 

First—Mrs. Martin sits upright in her chair, feet touching the ground, arms 
extended forward. She now bends her body down until she touches the floor 
in front of her feet with the fingers of both hands. She then resumes the first 
position. 

Second—Still sitting in the chair, the same as the .first position, hands 
clasped in front of her, with arms extended, she turns the body from the 
waist as far as possible to the right, reversing the movement, turning as far 
as possible to the left. 

Third—Sitting in the chair as before, with arms hanging over the right side, 
Mrs. Martin bends to the right as far as possible from the waist and tries to 
touch the ground with her right hand. The fourth exercise reverses the pre- 
vious one, and the body is bent to the left side and then slowly brought back 
to an erect position. 

Mrs. Martin started in doing each one of these exercises four times. She 
can now do each one ten times without apparent fatigue. By those who are 
following her treatment no exercises should be done beyond the point of fa- 
tigue. The way to do is to exercise until you are tired, then stop, get thor- 
oughly rested and begin again. The second time you will probably be able to 
go through the movements oftener. 

Mrs. Martin repeats the same exercises at night, always with loose cloth- 
ing, a kimono or night dress, and in a well-ventilated room. 

Mrs. Martin, until the first week of her treatment, had never known what 
deep breathing was, and now has to Wear an artificial reminder during the 
day which keeps her chest up and makes deep breathing a habit. 

For breakfast Mrs. Martin still takes a cup of weak tea, with saccharine in- 
stead of sugar, some toasted bread and an orange. During the forenoon she 
takes two glasses of water: she takes two again in the afternoon and one at 
night, making six glasses during the Whole day. She has a great deal of stair 
climbing to do all day long, but it has never. seemed to reduce her. It has only 
made her very tired, and at night she could not sleep. 

Her lunch consists of some well Gone meat or a couple of boiled eggs, 
toast and another cup of tea. She is learning to Fletcherize or masticate her 
food, and what she does eat nourishes her instead of going to superfluous tissue 
or forming a hard lump in her stomacn and giving her indigestion, from 
which she has suffered for very long. 

Her dinner consists of another piece of meat with stewed fruit or a salad 
and a vegetable. She insists upon taking meat twice a day, as she firmly be- 
lieves that to give it up would weaken her and make her unfit for work. 
Most dieting is weakening, if we want to be frank with each other, and as 
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she is not trying to get thin in a frightful hurry, but wishes to decrease her 
weight without debilitating herself, meat twice a day is allowable, and she will 
continue on that diet.

The subject is “The Military Necessi- 
ties of the United States and the Best 
Provisions for Meeting Them.’’ Capt. 
Bjornstad does not hestitate to argue 
that at present the United States Army 
is not prepared to meet eventualities 
which may arise at any time. 


Military Policy Needed. 


He advocates the appointment of a 
joint commission of experienced legisla- 
tors and army officers, whose duty 
shall be to study the military situation 
in the United States and evolve some 
plan by which the Army may be brought 
to a standard of efficiency commensu- 
rate with the greatness of the countgy. 

“Our most urgent need,”’ he says, “‘‘is 
a military policy; a policy undeviatingly 
pursued and designed to provide a peace 
ofganization expansible, in time of war, 
to a trained, effective and properly bal- 
_aneed army of a predetermined maxi- 
mum size, or any desired lesser size: a 
policy which, in time of peace, antici- 
pates as much as the human mind can 
anti ‘pate, and leaves to the early days 
of the war as little as possible undone; 
and, lastly, a policy which gives the 
Government the desired military 
strength with the least expenditure con- 
sistent with the absolutely indispen- 
sable qualities df preparedness and effi- 
clency.”’ 

Capt. Bjornstad says that the Unitéd 
States should have 260,000 troops ready 
for instant mobilization, and tangible 
evidenre of a good second line of about 
700, en. Unless we have this num- 
b f men he says that in case of war 
‘we. would be thrown into a humiliating 
and costly defense. 


Pian cf Dividing Army. 


“The function of this mobile army fs 
se distinct,” Capt. Bjornstad says, ‘‘and 
the importance of its perfect preparation 
80 great, that it, together with an ample 
and expert coast artillery, must be con- 
sidered the first grand division of our 
military organization; in other words, 
the first line. This proposed ‘first line,’ "’ 
he says, “should consist of 14 divisions 
of infantry, six or eight divisions of 
cavalry, and 430 companies of coast ar- 
tillery."’ 

_ Capt. Bjornstad says that with favor- 
ble legislation and the, proper applica- 
tion of congressional appropriations a 
second line of nearly 700,000 partially 
trained troops can be mobilized in camps 
of itistruction to await the develop- 
ments of war, or in time to augment the 
first line. His plan provides for: 

(1) A force of State volunteers exact- 
ly equal in strength and organization to 
the mobile army of the first line. 

(2) A.forco of United States volun- 
teers ‘also equal to the mobile army of 
the first line. 
~@) Ad@itional United States volun- 
teers to. act as supports for the coast 
artillery. . 

’ Men Must Drill Together. 


After discussing at length the State 
troops and what is needed to bring them 
up to the required standard, Capt. 
Bjornstad concludes as follows: 

“\ dozen regiments of infantry, caval- 
ry, and field artillery § scattered the 
world over resembles an effective fight- 
ing division no more than the wander- 
ing. (and outcast) descendants of Shem 
resemble what might have been, under 
happler circumstances, a powerful and 
respected nation in the Palestine.
